metering equipment, Larabell 
has measured the noise output 
of a number of rock 'n' roll 
bands. 


'A home at night, with the TV

produce about 40 decibels," he 
told a reporter. 


"A private office — 60 to 65 


decibels. A general office, 70-75 


"Somebody shouting at you 


from a distance of three feet 
might make 80 decibels. Ability 
to communicate stops at about 
85 decibels, and the most avid 
television or radio fan won't 
turn the volume past 90 deci- 
bels." 


Larabell said the Air Force 


and others have worked up ex- 
posure charts that show how 
much sound over what period of 
tune may be damaging.

Further Ruptures Soviet Relations

nuclear device and thrown yet 
another bomb into the rubble of 
Soviet-Chinesa relations. 


As much as any other one fac- 


tor, atomic weaponry has con- 
tributed liberally to worsening 
relations between the two Com- 
munist giants and may yet be 
the element which makes the 
brd&k complete and final. 


With the latest explosion — 


Red China's fifth and its third 
this year — Peking issued a 
propaganda blast which said the 
success of these tests "is a 


heavy blow to U.S. imperialism 
and Soviet" modern revisionism, 
which have been collaborating 
in a vain attempt to enforce 
their nuclear monopoly and sab- 
otage the revolutionary strug- 
gles of all oppressed people and 
oppressed nations." 


With each Red Chinese explo- 


sion Soviet nervousness has in- 
creased. This explosion could be 
enough to push the Kremlin into 
a more active role in seeking 
peace in Vietnam, despite avow- 
als from Moscow that the Soviet 
leaders will take no such initia- 
tive unless specifically asked by 
the North Vietnamese. 


Moscow appears now to see in

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Asia From China's Poinf of View 


The continued belligerence of Red 


China may be surprising to a lot of 
Americans who do not necessarily feel that 
having a Communist government makes 
bad guys out of the entire population. 
China is not on speaking terms with most 
of the other Communist governments as 
well as more democratic regimes. It has 
scorned efforts to offer membership in the 
United Nations, hurls charges of imperial- 
ism at the Soviet Union and the United 
States alike, and spurns any suggestions of 
nuclear controls. 


A 
major 
reason 
for 
all this was 


suggested at a seminar on foreign policy 
sponsored in Aspen last fall by the Council 
on Religion and International 
Affairs. 


Similar seminars on various topics have 
been held in other years at Lawrence 
University 
as well as several other 


Wisconsin sites. 


China is in much the same position as 


was the Soviet Union immediately follow- 
ing the end of World War II, according to 
ideas expressed at the seminar. More than 
anything else she fears encirclement by 
her enemies and the major enemy is the 
United States. 


This may seem like a lot of nonsense to 


Americans who feel that we are anything 
but aggressors. But we might look at the 
evidence which to the Red Chinese is 
impressive indeed. 


Although the Philippines are no longer 


our property, we have treaties about mili- 
tary bases and have considerably expanded 
both naval and air bases there. We have 
massive military bases in Japan and on 
Okinawa which we did not have before the 
war. The small naval base on Guam has 
been expanded and we now have bases on 
the Asian mainland, most especially in 
Korea, South Vietnam and Thailand. And 
they are growing. If we look simply at the 
record does such expansion appear to be in 
keeping with our peace-seeking motives? 
Obviously not to the Chinese. 


Of course we can reasonably argue that 


the military strengths were developed in 
response to the aggression of Red China or 
at least to the aggressive sounds that Red 
China has been making ever since it took 
over the mainland of China. Our govern- 
ment insists, although not too loudly, that 


our military strength in the area is needed 
to fill the vacuum made by the departing 
forces of Great Britain, France and the 
Netherlands. But this smacks uncomforta- 
bly of neo-colonialism. 


The CRIA seminar also suggested that 


Red China's policy has been not to 
interfere in the internal affairs of any 
Asian country as long as that country was- 
not assisting the United States in what 
China feels to be our aggressive tenden- 
cies. This has been so whether or not the 
Asian nations are Communist and even the 
purge 
of 
Communists and 
suspected 


Communists in Indonesia drew nothing 
more than a formal protest from Peking. 
Chinese policy has also been to stir up as 
much trouble in other parts of the world 
as possible but so far this one has had little 
success. 


If nationalism is the best bulwark of 


each country against control from outside 
— and China and the United States ought 
to be able to agree on this — we should be 
doing everything to encourage self-suffi- 
ciency rather than reliance upon either 
side. Obviously things have gone toorfar in 
South Vietnam for us to accept this policy 
right away. But we ought to keep it in 
mind in our relations with such countries 
as Thailand and Laos. Is our military aid to 
those countries actually help in the long 
run or merely an invitation to a war such 
as the South Vietnamese are experiencing? 


Russia was afraid of encirclement and 


with reason as we virtually surrounded the 
Soviet Union with bases 'from which 
missiles could be launched. Time may have 
diluted the Russian 
fear 
although a 


considerable amount of their military 
efforts are aimed at missile defenses. 
Meanwhile Secretary of Defense Robert 
McNamara has 
announced plans 
for 


American development of anti-antiinissiles 
and more protective devices. 


The United States and Russia, despite 


distrust and fear of each other and 
perhaps ambitions to run all of the world, 
have made efforts to break through the 
barriers of suspicion. But China stands 
surrounded by her terror. The way things 
are going the Chinese experts might just 
be right in their fear of eventual attack 
and invasion by the United States.

The National Governors Conference,

Knowlcs who attended its sessions 
recently, has agreed to a small assessment 
upon member state treasuries for the 
financing of a Washington office for the 
principal purpose of guiding state officials 
through the confounding welter of federal 
aid programs. 
- So many and so diverse are the federal 
subsidies offered by congressional enact- 
ments piled one atop the other during 
recent years, that heads of state govern- 
ments freely if wr>ly admit that they are 
uncertain of the requirements for eligibil- 
ity, uncertain about the procedures for 
applying, and often lost in the bureau- 
cratic maze of the national capital when 
they attempt to make inquiries on their 
own account. Thus the states will pool 
their contributions for an annual fund of 
about a quarter of a million dollars that 
will pay for a staff of specialists that will 
tell them what aid is available and what 
they must do to get it.

a bonus benefit. 


Campaign Financing Unresolved 


Congress and the political parties are 


beginning to examine the implications of 
the measure hurried through the closing 
days of the last Congress in October which 
could provide as much as $60 million for 
the two parties to divide for their 1968 
presidential campaigns from contributions 
from income tax returns. 


The idea of the measure, it will be 


recalled, is simple enough. By checking the 
proper box on their tax returns, taxpayers 
can provide §1 for the campaign fund or 
$2 if they are filing a joint return The 
idea has a ven attractive theme, to make 
the financing of political campaigns the 
business of more people and to reduce the 
chance of candidates and parties of being 
indebted to large campaign contributors 
once the votes are counted. 


But as 
The Pos' Crescent 
observed 


vhen the bill \\as passed. Congress has 
done only a small part of the job if reform 
of campaign financing is the goal. The 
nation 
needs 
legislation 
— 
as 
does 


Wisconsin — to place limits on campaign 
spending and to require factual reporting 
of campaign contributions to enable the 
voters to make a judgment on the sources 
and amounts of campaign funds. With the 
law allowing campaign contributions from 
the taxpayers now on the books, the new 
Congress should make this assignment a 
priority item. 


There are still legal questions to be 


rewlved on the basic bill. For example, 


does 
it allow taxpayers 
to 
make 
a 


precedeat-making legislative decision on 
their own by deciding how part of their 
taxes should be appropriated, a duty of 
Congress? And what about third parties? 
Do they have a claim to the public 
treasury like the Republicans and Demo- 
crats above the bill's provision that a party 
must get more than five million votes 
before it is eligibile? 


While 
these 
questions 
are 
being 


resolved. Congress should at the same time 
demonstrate that it really is interested in 
campaign 
reforms 
and 
in 
making a 


meaningful broadening of campaign fi- 
nancing by tackling the issues of limits on 
campaign spending and campaign fund 
reporting laws which really tell where 
contributions come from and how large 
they are from individual sources. 


As things stand now, there is a danger 


that the act of the last Congress will not 
replace existing contributions but only 
provide more money. The old abuses of 
campaign fund sources and the questions 
of why money was contributed will remain. 


One campaign manager has told the 


Washington Post that, in 1964, a saturation 
television campaign was rejected because 
it cost too much, $7.5 million, and that 
"with this money they could do twice 
that." Aside from the obvious need for 
campaign reform, the thought of twice as 
many of those television spots as in the 
1964 campaign is a frightening prospect.
